April 30, 1946—The report on the Anglo-American Com- 
mittee of inquiry was issued. 

April 2, 1947—-The Palestine problem was placed before 
the United Nations by Britian. 

May 13, 1947—-The United Nations Special Committee on 
Palestine was established by the first special session of the 
General Assembly. 

Aug. 31, 1947—The report of the committee was complet- 
ed, the majority recommending partition.

valuable rings from the dead bodies 
of their neighbors they had seen 
buried the day before. I have never 
known a bank robber to use his ill- 
gotten gain to pay off the mortgage 
on a widow’s little cottage, and if he 
did, he would still be a thief. The 
sin of loving money is a full blood 
twin to plain old covetousness of 
greed. Many printed pages would not 
suffice to tell of the misery, destruc- 
tion, and heartaches caused by the 
evil influence of money in wrecked 
lives, homes, schools, churches, busi- 
ness, and even governments them- 
selves, The precious heaven-endorsed 
practice of self-sacrifice and _ self- 
denial is used mainly today to apply 
to others only. The Levites of old were 
not allowed any earthly inheritance, 
but I doubt seriously if their wants 
would compare favorably to the 
“wants” of a lot of modern Levites of 
today. 1 Cor. 9:14 says, “... they 
which preach the gospel SHOULD live 
of the gospel.” I may be too dumb or 
blind, but Iam unable to see in thata 
provision or permit to live extra high 
from investment of surplus income 
from the gospel. 


CONVERSATION 

Luke 6:45 says, in speaking of a 
good man, “.. . out of the abundance 
of the heart the mouth speaketh”; or 
in other words, our speech, or con- 
versation, invariably reveals the con- 
tents of our hearts. I once knew a 
well known church man that talked 
much more about his lodge and shows 
than he did about his Lord or his 
church duties. The heart that is full 
of the love of God will invariably send 
forth, by lips and tongue, praises 
to His name. The third chapter of 
James fully describes an uncontrolled 
tongue and the damage it can cause. 
A faithful proverb says, “In a multi- 
tude of words there lacketh not strife,” 
and strife is never a peacemaker. In 
Math. 12:36, Jesus says, “. . . every idle 
word that men shall speak, they shall 
give account thereof in the day of 
judgment.” We wonder how much will 
have to be faced for jesting, joking, 
and perfectly foolish nonsense that 
daily escapes some church member’s 
lips, all of which is clearly condemned 
in Eph. 5:3, 4. No words that ever 
fell from human lips could possibly 
outweigh the simple truth Jesus 
taught His disciples to defend and to 
be ready at all times with an answer 
that knew no compromise. 


OUR ENVIRONMENTS 
1 Thess. 5:22 admonishes us to shun 


all appearance of evil, Many a poor 
soul who has been forgiven for a life 
of drunkenness finds it almost im- 
possible to pass a saloon door with- 
out going in and meeting some of the 
same old gang that helped to ruin 
his life in the first place, but God’s 
Word contains many faithful and un- 
broken promises that will sustain 
every one of His children who will 
constantly look to Him in all times of 
trial and dire need. One of the most 
important things we all need to know 
is when to say “No” and mean it. One 
of our precious sisters, whom God had 
graciously saved and baptized in His 
Holy Spirit, and had even bestowed 
the gift of interpretation upon, be- 
came careless and took up worldly 
things she had laid down for Jesus 
and His blessing. She continued to fail 
God till today she looks more like 
a bright colored dummy in a depart- 
ment store window than she does like 
her former saintly self when she 
boldly displayed His spotless robes of 
righteousness. A reasonable amount 
of time spent daily in reading His 
Word and praying will surely help us 
all to avoid a like fate, which has 
already happened to thousands. 


OUR FELLOW MAN 


Lastly, I am convinced that the 
very most important service we shall 
ever be able to render our blessed Re- 
deemer will be none other than what- 
ever help or encouragement we may 
be to our fellow man. We certainly 
will never find a more convincing 
picture of the effects or the result of 
the wrong and the right way to ap- 
proach a fellow man we see in need 
than the one painted by Jesus in 
Luke 10:35-37, when He’ told the 
lawyer who his neighbor was. That 
was a picture of an earthly circum- 
stance. But in Gal. 6:1-3 we find its 
counterpart in a spiritual sense. The 
only reason some folks are unable to 
see is because they are blind. The 
priest and Levite that passed the un- 
fortunate traveler from Jerusalem to 
Jericho certainly were unable to see 
their own responsibility or that there 
was a real chance to prove they were 
living what they professed. Both 
failed God and man when the test 
came. The unfortunate man was, in 
a measure, to blame for leaving out of 
the house of God (Jerusalem) and 
journeying DOWN to Jericho (the 
world), a home of thieves. The Scrip- 
ture says he was half dead, which 
means there was yet hope for his

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I’m in possession of a book entitled 
“Let God Be True.” The book does 
not contain the author’s name. 
Neither would I insert my name, if 
I should write such a blasphemous 
book. 

In this connection I purpose to re- 
view chapter six of the book. This 
chapter is compassed under the 
heading “Hell, a Place of Rest in 

. Hope.” The truth of the matter is, he 
makes the grave the only hell there 
is. I agree that the grave is hell, but 
there’s a hell beyond the grave. The 
term “Sheol” is sometimes used for 
the hell to which the body goes at 
death. Again, it is used for the hell 
to which the soul of the wicked go 
at death. According to the very best 
scholars, the term “Hades” is used 
eleven times in the New Testament, 
and only once translated “grave,” 1 
Corinthians 15.55. These scholars tell 
us that the word most frequently 
used in the New Testament for the 
place of future punishment is “Ge- 
henna,” or “Gehenna of fire.” “Ge- 
henna” is nowhere translated 
“grave.” 

On page 69 of the little catachresis, 
the writer asks a question that stuns 
with bewildered wonder! Arise, O ye 
theologians, and listen to this gigan- 
tic .astonishingness! 

The question follows: “If you were 
to translate a book from a foreign 
language to English, and there you 
found the foreign word for bread 
sixty-five times, would you translate 
it thirty-one times bread, thirty-one 
times fish and three times meat? Of 
course not. Why? Because, if you did, 
your translation would not be cor- 
rect, for what is bread, cannot at the 
same time be fish or meat, and vice 
versa. The same holds true with the 
word ‘Sheol.’ If Sheol is the grave, 
it is impossible at the same time to 
be a place of fiery torture, and at 
the same time be a pit.” 


In the above quotation, my oppo- 
nent expressed either gross ignorance 
or dishonesty. If he will turn back 
to Leviticus 2 and 6:14-23, he will 
learn that the meat offering was 
composed mostly of fine flour. 
“MEAT—food in general; the edible 
part of anything.” “Meat” is an ab- 
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stract term; so is “Sheol.” Note, Mr. 
Webster says, “Sheol” is a Hebrew 
word, and means “the underworld; 
the abode of the dead; hell; Hades.” 
Better watch these elated Greek 
philosophers, Beware of these “No- 
Hellites” “lest they spoil you through 
philosophy and vain deceit,” Col. 2:8. 
They don’t know much more about 
Greek and Hebrew than a sow does 
about a side saddle. When it comes to 
words, I would advise that you stick 
to men like Mr. Webster and William 
Smith. 


And now back to the heading of the 
chapter, “Hell, a Place of Rest in 
Hope.” 

It was David who said “My flesh 
also shall rest in hope.” Note the 
adverb “also—in addition.” In addi- 
tion to his soul, his body is resting in 
hope. 

The No-Hellites have to identify 
both soul and body in order to sub- 
stantiate their “no-hellism.” No-hell- 
ism is materialistic infidelity. If man 
is altogether material, why would 
God resurrect his decomposed body, 
cast it into the lake of fire, and burn 
it up? Just why would God bring 
man back into a state of conscious- 
ness and then reduce him to noth- 
ing? For instance, a cremated body, 
a body reduced to ashes, and the 
ashes scattered over the sea—if he 
has no soul to be reunited to that 
body, why resurrect it and cremate 
it again? Can this man prove that 
the resurrected body of a wicked man 
will be combustible, or inflammable? 
You will remember, the beast and the 
false prophet were cast alive into a 
lake of fire: at the same time Satan 
was cast into the bottomless pit and 
confined for a thousand years, After 
that he was loosed a little season; 
then he was cast into the lake of fire 
where the beast and the false proph- 
et were. So you see the beast and the 
false prophet had been in the lake 
of fire for a thousand years when 
Satan was set free from the pit. How 
could men stay in a lake burning 
with fire and brimstone for a thou- 
sand years, and not burn up? After 
the great white throne judgment, all 
of the resurrected wicked will be east 
into the lake of fire.

I quote again from page 77 of the 
book, “In all places where hell is 
translated from the Greek word ‘Ge- 
henna’ it means destruction or ex- 
tinction.” 

The above statement is perverse. 
Destruction does not always mean 
annihilation.- “They Sought to de- 
stroy the young child’s life’—not to 
annihilate Him.

Old empires have 
been destroyed; new nations have 
been created; republics have sprung 
up only long enough to be destroyed 
under the thumping boots of in- 
vading armies or totalitarian regimes. 
All these things have caused to vanish 
all the happy dreams of universal 
prosperity. Progress and peace have 
been overrun and pulverized by uni- 
versal violence. When one aggressor 
has been put to silence another rises. 
Each war brings on more cries of 
peace and greater frauds. This world 
today is haunted by fear of another 
war. This, of course, brings on an 
arms race. With far greater and more 
cruel blood-shedding devices, sudden 
destruction is surely coming. At first 
kings battled with one another, then 
nations; but now hemispheres and 
ideologies clash with conflicting 
promises and the force of modern 
armaments. 

Then came the second world war 
with so much force and skill that this 
world has never before witnessed 
such changes in every respect. Newer 
and greater inventions sprung up in 
science—faster planes, bigger and 
better guns, bombs. But the end is 
not yet, for nation shall rise against 
nation and kingdom against kingdom. 
Destruction is coming. Worst of all, 
in the midst of all this men have 
abandoned religious conventions and 
all the Christian worship and fellow- 
ship of their fellow man, and are 
seeking out some device to get him out 
of the way.

COMMUNISTS JOIN CHURCHES 

TO DESTROY THEM IS CLAIM 

(AP)—The House Un-American 
Activities Committee said Commun- 
ists are seeking to “corrupt” religion 
in the United States by infiltrating 
churches and church organizations. 

The committee said that if the 
Reds should seize power in this 
country— 

“You would have to choose at once 
between church and communism. If 
you should choose the church, then 
prepare for persecution, 

“You cannot be a Communist and 
believe in God,” the report said. “That 
is the long and short of it. You can- 
not believe in God and have a peace- 
able life under Communism. 

“In all their plans and actions, the 
Communists mark down religion as 
enemy No. 1. 

“Where they dominate, they attack 
it head-on. Where they do not domi- 
nate, they try to deceive and corrupt 
from within, just as they do in gov- 
ernment, in education, in labor 
unions, and throughout a nation’s 
general life.” 

The committee said the YMCA and 
the YWCA are both Communist 
“targets,” with the Reds trying to 
“dig into such groups any way and 
any time they can.” 

Here are some of the 100 questions 
and answers supplied by the com- 
mittee: 

Q. Are Communists trying to cor- 
rupt religion in the U.S.A.? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What is the method? 

A. The Communist party of the 
United States assigns members to 
join churches and church organiza- 
tions, in order to take control where 
possible and in any case to influence 
thought and action toward Com- 
munist ends. It forms “front” organi- 
zations designed to attract “fellow 
travelers” with religious interests. It 
tries to get prominent religious 
leaders to support Communist policies, 
disguised as welfare work for min- 
orities or oppressed groups. 

Among such alleged fronts, 
committee listed: 

1. The People’s Institute of Applied 
Religion—described in the report as 
“one of the most vicious Communist 
organizations ever set up in this 


the 
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country. Declared subversive by the 
attorney-general.” 

2. The Methodist Federation for 
Social Action—“A tool of the Com- 
munist party, denounced by numerous 
loyal American Methodists. Although 
strictly unofficial * * * it is trying to 
use the prestige of the Methodist 
Church to promote the line of the 
Communist party.” 

3. The Protestanti—‘A magazine 
which fanatically spreads Communist 
propaganda under the guise of being 
a religious journal. Its avowed purpose 
is to ‘build a bridge’ between Chris- 
tendom and Communism. Boasts 
support of 6,000 ministers but not 
actually connected with any official 
religious organization.”

WASHINGTON, April 21 (AP)—The 
Roman Catholic Church of the United 
States today issued a new catechism 
which backs up Archbishop Richard 
J. Cushing’s stand in the Boston 
“heresy” dispute. 

It says that persons “outside the 
church” can attain salvation under 
certain conditions. 

The new religious textbook, how- 
ever, does not deal with the Boston 
dispute as such. In preparation for 
years, it is designed, church officials 
said, to give a “rather complete pres- 
entation of the doctrine of the 
church” on a broad field of subjects 
such as war, government, labor- 
management relations as well as 
purely religious matters. 

Publication of the 426-page book 
climaxes twelve years of research by 
a group of prelates and Catholic 
scholars known as the Confraternity 
of Christian Doctrine. The catechism 
is for secondary schools and colleges.

It marks a major revision of 
standard religious textbook which } 
been used since the 1880’s. 

Using the familiar question Cl 
answer method, the new catechj 
sets forth the Catholic Chur 
teachings in greater detail than yp 
viously provided. 

Conference officials pointed , 
that the catechism has a bearing, 
the Boston College case in which 
lay instructors were discharged aft 
they objected that the college 
guilty of “heresy” in teaching t 
non-Catholics could be saved.
